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REMARKS 

Claims 1, 3, 5-11, 14-19 and 21-25 are pending in the present application. Claim 1 is 
herein amended. Claims 21-25 are newly added. No new matter has been presented. 
Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. $ 103 

Claims 1, 3, 5, 6, 8-11, 14, 15, 18 and 19 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kanda (EP 1152036) in view of Boucher (US 3,912,450); claim 7 was 
rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kanda in view of Boucher, and 
further in view of Suzuki (US 6,043,145); and claims 16 and 17 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Kanda in view of Boucher, and further in view of Takahashi 
(US 6,537,719) and Tanaka (US 6,555,617). 

Favorable reconsideration is requested. 

Applicants respectfully submit that Kanda in view of Boucher does not teach or suggest: 

wherein the resist pattern smoothing material comprises at least one of 
cationic surfactants, anionic surfactants, and amphoteric surfactants 

as recited in amended claim 1 . 

The Office Action acknowledged that Kanda does not disclose a surfactant as recited in 
the claims. (Office Action, page 3.) The Office Action cited Boucher for teaching the use of a 
polyoxyethylene surfactant. 

Boucher, at col. 5, lines 28-42, discloses the use of nonionic polyoxyethylene as a 
nonionic surfactant. However, Boucher does not disclose that the resist pattern smoothing 
material comprises at least one of cationic surfactants, anionic surfactants, and amphoteric 
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surfactants. Thus, Kanda in view of Boucher does not teach all of the elements as recited in the 

claims. 

New Claims 

Claim 21 recites "wherein the structure of the polyoxyalklene alkylether surfactant is a 
linear chain structure." The structure of the nonionic polyoxyethylene disclosed in Boucher is 
not a linear chain structure. (See Boucher, col. 5; and claims 1 and 3.) 

The structure of the surfactant TN-80 described in the Examples of the present 
application is a linear chain structure. The following is a summary of information regarding TN- 
80 from the attached catalog:
